REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brookfield: 

Beginning  with  September  of  1967,  pending  court  decision,  all 
Brookfield  school  children  have  been  assigned  to  the  Governor 
Wentworth  Regional  School  District  and  are  attending  the  appro- 
priate institutions  of  that  organization. 

In  view  of  a  number  of  factors,  the  decision  of  the  school  district 
to  become  a  partner  in  this  Cooperative  appears  to  be  a  very  wise 
one.  The  local  school  district  has  too  low  a  population  to  justify  a 
complete  educational  system  within  its  boundaries;  it  has  a  com- 
mon border  with  that  of  Wolfeboro;  and  modern  New  Hampshire 
roads  make  the  transportation  of  students  the  few  miles  necessary 
very  reasonable.  Other  factors  which  will  result  in  fine  educational 
opportunities  for  the  children  of  Brookfield  include:  the  rapidly 
rising  costs  of  education,  up  to  ten  per  cent  this  year  alone;  the 
recruitment  of  experienced  teachers  by  the  larger  unit;  and  the 
many  different  types  of  training  made  possible  by  the  large  unit 
which  can  offer  many  outlets  for  the  varying  interests  of  individuals. 
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In  closing,  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  and  cooperation  of  the 
Brookfield  School  Board,  voters  and  taxpayers  is  conveyed.

SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

March  12,  1968 
The  Brookfield  School  District  meeting  of  March  14,  1967  was 
postponed  to  June  30,  1967  by  a  majority  vote  even  though  the 
school  board  advised  that  the  warrant  should  be  followed;  for  with 
officers  and  budget  unvoted,  no  district  money  could  be  legally 
dispensed. 

On  June  30,  1967  the  postponed  meeting  was  called.  Town 
counsel  James  Kalled  was  in  attendance  and  advised,  "by  not  vot- 
ing on  the  warrant  the  school  district  would  be  left  in  a  vacuum." 
Nevertheless,  the  only  vote  was  to  adjourn  the  meeting  until 
November  17,  1967.  On  that  date  the  meeting  was  again  called. 
No  vote  was  taken  on  the  warrant.  It  was  again  voted  to  postpone 
until  Town  Meeting,  March  12,  1968. 

A  court  case  was  filed  by  the  Brookfield  School  Board  because 
of  what  was  termed  an  illegal  voting  meeting  on  September  23, 
1966.  This  move  was  made  upon  advice  of  counsel,  James  Kalled. 
For  reasons  unknown  at  this  writing,  the  case  has  not  been  brought 
up  for  a  decision. 

There  never  has  been  a  question  in  the  minds  of  the  present 
school  board  as  to  where  the  children  were  to  attend  school.  The 
intent  of  the  board  was  to  honor  the  two-year  contract  that  was 
voted  and  passed  at  the  school  meeting  of  March  8,  1966.  Then, 
employing  proper  procedure,  apply  for  permanent  membership  in 
the  Regional  School  District  in  which  the  children  of  Brookfield 
are  already  enrolled.
